The 
Porte proposes that 
plenipotentiaries 
of the powers should meet at Pharsala 
to discuss the terms of peace, and de­ 
clares that if these conditions are de­ 
clined the Turkish army will continue 
to advance. 
The demand for the annexation of 
Thessaly is based upon the fact that 
the province was originally ceded to 
Greece on the advice of the powers, 
with the object of ending brigandage 
and Greek incursions 
into 
Ottoman 
territory, the porte believing at the 
time that the cession would obtain 
these results, but the recent incursions 
of Greek bands and the events imme- 
W estern League. 


W ashington, 
May 17.—The house 
leaders have not yet decided upon the 
methods by which they will make their 
response to the president’s message, 
which it is expected will be sent to con­ 
gress asking for relief for the starving 
Americans in Cuba. 
The most likely 
course in the house will await the ac­ 
tion of the senate, if action 
is 
had 
promptly, and then consider the sen- j 
ate bill or joint resolution under a spe­ 
cial order. The sentiment in favor of i 
the recognition of the Cuban insur- | 
gents is strong in the house, and a very | 
radical measure might be passed if the 
house were allowed free action. W ith 
a senate measure, dealing only with the 
question of the relief of the suffering 
Americans, before the house under a 
special order, possibility of amendment 
would be cut off and the house would 
be compelled to accept or reject it as 
passed by the senate. 
In the senate Senator Morgan’s joint 
resolution occupies the favored place on 
the calendar, and there is little doubt 
that it will be taken up at the appoint­ 
ed hour. Still there is a slight possibil­ 
ity that the expected message of the 
president may cause a postponem ent. 
and that the character of his recom -1 
mendations may have a bearing that 
will influence the tenor of the resolu­ 
tion that ultimately will be adopted. 
There is little or no doubt 
that the 
Morgan resolution will pass when a 
vote is reached, and the indications are 
th at the majority for it will 
be the 
greater for the recent delay. There will 
continue to be some opposition, and the 
plea will be made that any material 
aid given in accordance with executive 
recommendation is all that can be rea­ 
sonably expected.

Presbyterian church in 
the 
United 
States will meet at Winona assembly 
grounds at Eagle Lake, Ind., May 20, 
1897, and will probably continue in 
session until May 31. The assembly 
will be composed of about 600 
dele­ 
gates, one-half of them ministers and 
the other half ruling elders, represent­ 
ing 7,573 congregations, 6,942 ministers 
and 943,716 members. 
The contributions for congregational 
expenses for the year 1896 were $10,- 
413,785, and the contributions for mis­ 
sionary and other benevolent purposes 
$3,643,230. 
With regard to the moderatorship of 
this assembly, it is stated that the can­ 
didates for the office thus far an­ 
nounced are the Rev. Henry C. Min­ 
ton. San Francisco; the Rev. Robert 
F. Sample, New York; the Rev. Shel­ 
don Jackson and John W anamaker of 
Philadelphia. A number of men have 
thought of nominating ex-President 
Harrison, but he has declined the hon­ 
or on the ground that he could not give 
the necessary time to the duties of the 
office.

Southerners Com ing North for the First 


Tim e In Their 
History. 
Chicago, May 17.—Three hundred 
delegates to the general assembly of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
will assemble in this city next Thurs­ 
day morning. For the first time in its 
history this church has chosen a city 
as far north as Chicago for its general 
meeting place. 
The Cumberland Presbyterian church 
is strongest in the south, especially in 
such states as 
Missouri, 
Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Texas and Alabama. It has 
also had a growth in the north of late 
years. There are about 16,000 members 
I of the denomination in Illinois 
and 
probably 10,000 in Pennsylvania. Alto­ 
gether the church has about 200,000 
members and some 2,000 places of wor­ 
ship. 
The denomination was organized in 
810, during the great religious revival 
which swept over the country at that 
time. 
It had its origin in what 
is 
known as the Cumberland presbytery 
of the Presbyterian church, hence the 
name “Cumberland Presbyterian.” Tbs 
followers of this denomination adopted 
the W estminster confession of 
faith, 
with the exception of the chapter on 
foreordination and the 
salvation 
of 
elect infants. Further, the denomina­ 
tion holds that Christ died in the same 
sense for all men, and that none are 
elect.

Dean W. A. Henrv of tbe State Uni­ 
versity to establish sugar beet cnlture 
in Reek county. The work this sum­ 
mer will be experimental and Prof. 
Henry i6 anxious 
to hear 
at once 
from some farmer whc will grow half 
an acre of sugar beets this summer. 
He 6ays in bis letter: 
“ We will furnish the seed free of 
charge, will arrange for the transpor- j 
tation of tbe sample b els in the 
fall without cost and will give due 
credit in our published report of the 
season’s work, 
in return we woald 
want the grower to grow tbe beets 
according to our directions, to keep an 
accurate account of the work expend­ 
ed in growing the beets, and to send 
as two samples of three beets each in 
the fall, as directed. 
‘In this investigation no particular 
kind of soil is wanted; any will do 
that is of uniform character and will 
be taken proper care of. 
In growing 
the beets as suggested, farmers 
not only forward the interests of their 
Reality in assisting in the study of its 
adaptability for sugar beet culture,but 
will mrst likely have sis to ten tons 
of beets which will make a first class 
stock food, worth more than all the 
labor and trouble in growing them.”

Two imp irlant points about the 
D icgiey tariff bill have been brought 
out by recent debates. 
One is the 
bill's value as a purely fiscal measure. 
The other is the effect that delay in 
its passage would have on national 
revenue. 
As to the first point, it is 
declared by Mr. Dingley that out of 
the five hundred changes which the 
senate talks of making in the house 
bill the proposed duties on tea and 
hides and the increase of the taxes on 
Peer, tobacco and cigarettes are the 
only provisions that would bi in g in 
more revenue than would accrue from 
the houae bill. 
The other proposed 
ohanges—which include the placiog 
on the free list of a few articles made 
dntisble by the house measure, the in­ 
crease of the duties on opium and some 
other products and the alteration of 
the sugar schedule—he believes would 
make the revenue leos Than the home 
measure would provide. 
The ill-effects on the revenue of de­ 
lay in the enactment cf the biti is of 
m anifest importance.
